He organized the national serv- 


ice life insurance (NSLI) program 
atg Ihe end of World War II, as 
well as the velerans' loan program.

So thin latest report shows what 


happened to living costs between 
March 15 nnd April 15. Using u 
new BLS formula, It showed this: 


Living costs In that period rose 


onlyone-tonth of one percent, the 
Hmnllesl increase In 
nny month 


since June, 1050, when the Korean 
" ghtlng started. 


Tho figures which KO Into this 


report are gathered by employes 
of BLS In 50 cities. Prices In ooc 
city usually differ n bit, 
up 
or 


down, from nny other city. 


So, while the cost of food in one 


city may be higher or lower than 
In another, BLS has to figure what 
the average price is on all the 
Horns It checks. 


For that reason housewives in a 


city whore fod is high may be sur- 
prised to loom that, for the coun- 
try as it whole, food prices dropped 
two-tenths of one per cent in the 
month from March 15 to April 15. 


(Chluf rouson for the food price 


drop was lower prices in 
fresh 


fruits nnd vegetables. Frozen food 
prices dropped one per cent.

In history. In figuring living costs 
in recent years BLS had to choose
